November 2020 Highlights  
November Prices Received Index Up 4.1 Percent  
 
The November Prices Received Index 2011 Base (Agricultural Produc-
tion), at 92.4, increased 4.1 percent from October and 2.2 percent from 
November 2019. At 91.1, the Crop Production Index is up 3.9 percent 
from last month and 7.1 percent from November 2019. The Livestock 
Production Index, at 94.2, increased 4.0 percent from October, but de-
creased 3.0 percent from November 2019. Producers received higher 
prices during November for broilers, soybeans, corn, and milk but lower 
prices for hogs, turkeys, market eggs, and oranges. In addition to prices, 
the volume change of commodities marketed also influences the index-
es. In November, there was increased monthly movement for corn, milk, 
cattle, and cotton and decreased marketing of soybeans, grapes, wheat, 
and lettuce.  
 
November Prices Paid Index Up 0.7 Percent  
 
The November Prices Paid Index for Commodities and Services, Inter-
est, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates (PPITW), at 111.9, is up 0.7 percent 
from October 2020 and 1.2 percent from November 2019. Higher prices 
in November for complete feeds, feeder cattle, concentrates, and other 
services more than offset lower prices for other machinery, gasoline, 
tractors, and nitrogen.  
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Afternoon National Slaughter Cattle Review for 12/31/20 
Thus far for Thursday negotiated cash trading in the Southern Plains has 
been light on light to moderate demand with live purchases 2.00 higher 
than last week at 112.00. In Nebraska, negotiated cash trading has been 
light on light to moderate demand with live purchases steady to 2.00 high-
er compared to last week from 110.00-112.00, mostly 112.00, and dressed 
purchases 3.00-4.00 higher compared to last week from 175.00-176.00. In 
Colorado negotiated cash trading has been limited on light demand with a 
few live purchases at 112.00, however not enough purchases for a full 
market trend. The latest reported market in Colorado was on Wednesday 
with live purchases at 111.00. In the Western Cornbelt negotiated cash 
trading has been limited on light demand, not enough purchases for a full 
market trend. The latest reported market in the Western Cornbelt was on 
Wednesday with live purchases from 110.00-112.00 and dressed purchas-
es from 175.00-176.00.

Supply was light and 
demand was light to moderate. If winter weather doesn’t compli-
cate transportation next week is historically the largest volume 

week of the year. Barns and buyers are eager to get back to busi-
ness after a week or two off. Many farmers use this as well as the 

fact it is a new tax year to market livestock. As of last Thursday’s 
reports boxed beef cutouts were mixed. Choice closed up 2.41 at 

209.95 and select was down 2.28 at 195.65 compared to Wednes-
day prior to Christmas. Feedlot sales were higher for the last week 
of the year. As of Thursday afternoon reported volume was just 

over 71k head of negotiated sales for the week with some more 
possibly taking place after hours. Compared to the week prior live 

sales were reported from 110.00-112.00 which was steady to 4.00 
higher and dressed sales from 175.00-176.00 which was 3.00-4.00 

higher. Last Thursday’s Missouri Stocker Formula consisted of 
208 head with a weighted average weight of 554.63 and a price 

value of 152.62, up 1.16 compared to last Friday. Supply included: 
73% Feeder Cattle (73% Steers, 23% Heifers, 3% Bulls); 9% 
Slaughter Cattle (2% Steers, 85% Cows, 14% Bulls); 18% Re-

placement Cattle (1% Stock Cows, 66% Bred Cows, 18% Bred 
Heifers, 14% Cow-Calf Pairs). Feeder cattle supply over 600 lbs 

was 75%.
